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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. In particular, applicant has no support for the claim limitation "substantially 
simultaneously," only for "simultaneously." 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In the instant case, it is unclear what applicant means by "substantially 
simultaneously." DICIONARY.COM defines "simultaneously" as "happening at the same time." 
Thus, for purposes of examination, the examiner will interpret "substantially simultaneously" as 
"substantially happening at the same time." 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Murata (JP- 
405 102228 A). Murata teaches a method of stud bumping, comprising: providing a bonding head 
having a plurality of wire passages formed therein; disposing a plurality of wires through 
respective ones of the plurality of wire passages; providing a substrate having a plurality of bond 
pads; engaging the plurality of wires substantially simultaneously with respective ones of a first 
set of the bond pads; and forming a first set of stud bumps outwardly from respective ones of the 
first set of the bond pads (abstract and Figures); the wires are formed from a material selected 
from the group consisting of gold and aluminum (paragraph [0013] of the translation); causing 
the wire passages to resemble an array selected from the group consisting of a linear array and a 
rectangular array (Figures). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made.

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a) as being unpatentable over Murata (JP- 
405102228A) in view of Beaman et al. (US-20020190738A1). Murata teachs all of the 
limitations of the claims except the bonding head is formed from a ceramic. Beaman et al. 
teaches the bonding head is formed from a ceramic. At the time of the invention it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the ceramic bonding head of Beaman 
et al. with the wire bump bonding apparatus of Murata in order to prevent sticking and to provide 
heat insulation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9-17 are allowed. 

Claims 4-5 are 7-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., engaging the 
plurality of wires simultaneously) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims 
are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant states Murata's conductive wire 1 and nonconductive wire 4 are fitted in the 
same capillary through the multiple through holes. The examiner agrees. Applicant goes on to 
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argue that Murata does not teach forming the stud bumps substantially simultaneously. The 
examiner disagrees. During patent examination, the pending claims must be "given the broadest 
reasonable interpretation." Applicant always has the opportunity to amend the claims during 
prosecution, and broad interpretation by the examiner reduces the possibility that the claim, once 
issued, will be interpreted more broadly than is justified. In re Prater, 415 F.2d 1393, 1404-05, 
162 USPQ 541, 550-51 (CCPA 1969). In the instant case, the examiner interprets "substantially 
simultaneously" as "substantially happening at the same time." In applying the Prater test by 
giving the claims its broadest reasonable interpretation, it is the examiner's position that Murata 
teaches forming a first set of stud bumps "substantially at the same time" when he teaches 
forming several electrodes to terminal connections in series (see paragraph 8 and 13). Because 
of this, the examiner interprets the first set of bumps formed to occur substantially at the same 
time. That is, while the examiner agrees the first set of bumps are not formed simultaneously, 
because of Murata's terminal connection process, it is the examiner's position that the bumps are 
formed substantially at the same time.
